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PREFACE 


This  reference  manual.  Property  Codes  and 
Data  Elements  contains  the  names  and  definitions  of 
all  data  elements  included  in  the  first  phase  of  the 
Valuation  File.  These  data  elements  describe  the 
property  characteristics  for  all  residential,  farm, 
and  vacant  land  properties  in  the  Province. 

The  use  of  this  manual  follows  the 
documentation  presented  in  Volume  1,  Users  Reference 
Manual .  Here,  some  basic  explanations  were  given 
about  how  the  information  was  obtained  and  what  coding 
format  was  adopted. 

However,  in  this  particular  manual  Property 
Codes  and  Data  Elements,  the  actual  data  to  be  made 
available  is  described  in  detail  and  organized  in  such 
a  way  to  facilitate  easy  identification  and  interpreta¬ 
tion  as  well  as  quick  retrieval.  Actually,  it  is  set¬ 
up  as  a  glossary  or  dictionary  to  be  used  by  anyone 
seeking  the  definition  and  coding  possibilities  for  any 
data  element  recorded  on  the  Valuation  File. 
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The  organization  of  the  manual  is  divided 
into  tv/o  sections. 

Section  I  lists  all  the  property  codes  i n 
numerical  order  and  describes  each  code  separately. 

The  property  codes  are  arranged  into  residential* 
farm,  vacant  land,  mixed-use  and  tenure  classifications. 

Section  II  contains  all  the  data  elements 
recorded  for  residential,  farm  and  vacant  land 
properties.  Within  each  of  these  property  types,  the 
information  is  further  divided  into  property,  land, 
and  building  categories.

Property  codes,  identifying  land  use,  have  been 
created  for  each  of  the  three  property  types,  residential, 
farm  and  vacant  land.  The  codes  are  represented  by  three 
numeric  digits  and  follow  a  hierarchical  structure. 

They  are  organized  in  this  section  according 
to  the  property  type  they  describe. 

A  summary  list  of  property  codes  has  been 
prepared  for  each  property  type  and  precedes  each  set. 
Following  are  detailed  descriptions  of  the  codes  and  the 
meaning  attributed  to  each. 

A  fourth  digit  indicating  the  method  of  tenure 
for  the  property  accompanies  the  property  code.  A  des¬ 
cription  of  this  code  and  the  various  coding  possibilities 
can  be  found  in  the  remaining  portion  of  this  section.

Farm  codes  apply  to  all  bona-fide  farms  used  for 
agricultural  purposes.  (See  "Definition  of  a  Farm",  ref. 
530-05  ,  I'sers  Reference  Manual). 

The  coding  descriptions  that  follow  are  divided 
into  two  divisions. 

The  first  defines  the  first  two  digits  of  code 
which  describe  the  actual  types  of  farming  operations. 
There  are  twenty  coding  possibilities  listed  here. 

The  second  part  defines  the  third  digit  which 
indicates  the  existence  of  a  structure  and  the  type  of 
structure.

36 . Swine  Farm 

A  farm  whose  primary  function  is  to  yield 
swine  products  for  sale.  It  can  be 
identified  by  the  presence  of  specific 
swine  buildings  and  their  associated  feed 
hoppers.  May  or  may  not  have  unit  class 
code  FI  or  FIR. 


37 . Horse  Farm 

Includes  stables,  riding  academies,  horse 
breeding  and  grazing.

A  farm  whose  primary  function  is  to  yield 
crops,  including  sod,  for  direct  sale.

A  farm  whose  primary  function  is  to yield 
market  garden  products  and  by-products  for 
sale.  It  can  be  identified  by  the  presence 
of  small  parcels  of  land  intensively  used. 
Insulated  storage  buildings  may  also  be 
present.  May  or  may  not  have  unit  class 
code  FI  or  FIR. 


41 . Orchard 

A  farm  whose  primary  function  is  to  yield 
orchard  products  and  by-products.  It  can 
be  identified  by  the  presence  of  insulated, 
climate-controlled  storage  buildings  and  of 
orchard  parcel(s)  of  land  (Section  27,  (9)). 


42  .  Nursery,  Greenhouse 

A  farm  whose  primary  function  is  to  yield 
nursery  products  and  by-products  for  sale. 
In  some  cases,  greenhouses  may  be  used  to 
grow  vegetables.  It  can  be  identified  by 
the  presence  of  greenhouses  and  by  the  use 
of  land  for  growing  nursery  products.

A  farm  whose  primary  function  is  to  produce 
animal  fur  and  skins  for  sale.  It  can  be 
identified  by  the  presence  of  numerous 
shelter-type  sheds  in  which  the  animals 
are  housed.  Will  probably  have  unit  class 
code  FI  or  FIR.

The  specific  data  elements  collected  for  each 
property  type  are  described  in  detail  in  this  section. 

They  have  been  organized  by  property  type  and 
further  by  the  property  component  they  describe.  Data 
for  residential  properties  is  divided  into  categories 
of  property  characteristics,  site  characteristics  and 
building  characteristics;  farm  data  into  categories  of 
property  characteristics,  farm  land  and  farm  outbuildings; 
vacant  land  data  into  categories  of  property  character¬ 
istics  and  site  characteristics. 

Each  data  element  within  these  categories  has 
been  defined.  Each  is  referenced  by  its  abbreviated 
computer  output  form  and  by  its  data  element 
name.  The  abbreviated  data  element  headings  correspond 
directly  to  the  data  element  headings  as  they  appear  on 
a  computer  printout.. 

A  description  of  the  character  spaces  provided 
each  data  element  on  tape,  follows  each  data  element 
definition.
